WN my Kparate letter of yeiterday’s date, 1 h2i the honour of inform- 
ing your Lordthip, that the American Major-General Arnold had 
quitted the rebel fervice, and joined the King’s tandard; and I at the 
fame time gaye your Lordihip a cicomitantial detail of the reafons 
that induced him to take this ftep, as well as of the unfortunate fail- 
vre of a plan, which I had the moft fanguine hopes, if carried into ex- 
ecution, would have been produétive of the greateit good confequen- 
ces to his Majefty’s fervice, but which terminated moft fatally for Ma- 
jor Andre, my Adjutant-General,«who, being taken prifoncr, was 
tried by a Board of Rebel General Officers, and condemned by cheir 
fentence to fuffer death ; which fentence was ordered by the rebel Ge- 
neral Washington to be carried into execution upon this unhappy gen- 
tleman on the 2d inftant. I fincerely lament the melancholy fatc of 
this officer, who was a very valuable affifiant to me, and promifed to 
be an honour to his country, 2s well as an ornament to his profeflion. 

1 had the hanour to tranfmit to your Lordthip, in my difpatch 
marked 104, @ copy of the inftructions I propofed giving to Major-Ge- 
peral Leflic, whom 1 had appointed to command the expedition to 
Chefapeak, in order that your Lordthip might be informed as to the

HA accidentally fallen in with the Fortunée, under the orders 

of Admiral Sir George Rodney to proceed to England, I avail 
myfelf of the opportunity to acquaint you, for their Lordthips infor- 
mntion, that I put to fea with this {quadron from Gardiner’s Bay on 
the roth ipftant, intending to cruize between the eaft end of Long- 
ifland and Nantucket Shoals; but, on the 14th, falling in with the 
tranfports and vittuallers onder the efcort of the Hyzna, (from which 
the Adamant had feparated a few days) J judged it expedient, om ace 
count of the numbers of rebel privateers fitted out to intereept it, to 
fee them off Sandy Hook, which they entered yefterday. 

I am now proceeding to refume the cruizing ftation before mention- 
ed 


‘The Chevalier de Ternay and his fquadron yet remain at Rhode- 
ifland. 


The fquadron under my command is in the beft order and ready for 
any fervice. 

Six privateers, mounting twenty guns, and manned by upwards of 
7oo feamen, have been, finee my laft, captured from the rebels by his 
Majefty’s cruizers, and carried into New York : And this day, after a 
chace from the fquadron, by fignal, of fix hours, the Culloden came 
up with and took the privateer thip Walhington, of Bofton, qounting 
twenty fix-pounders and 120 men. 

On the 3oth ult. the Pearl, being off Bermuda, fell in with the 
French frigate l’Efperance, of twenty-eight twelve-pounders, which, 
after an adtion of two hours, ftruck to the fuperior gallantry aud good 
conduét of Captain Montague. The prize arrived at New York two 
days ago.

O* the 30th of September, we fell in with a French thip, who en- 
gaged us elofe for two hours, and maintained a running fight 

for two hours and a half more, when fhe ftruck. She proved to be 
L’Eiperance, from Cape Francois, bound to Bourdeaux, a frigate be- 
longing to the King, but loaded by the merchants, and having only 
a letter of marque. mounting 26 twelve-pounders on her main deck, 
and 2 fix pounders on her quarter-deck, with 173 men.

Lord George Germaine obferved, that nothing, on ovr part, had 
been done to infult thte Dutch. It was true, he faid, that fome thips 
of ours had purfued fome Dutch traders into St Mastin’s; but that it 
had been under a fuppofition, that they were American veffels. ‘This, 
his Lordthip faid, he thought it proper to communicate for the infor- 
mation of the Houfe; not that he held himtelf bound, as one of his 
Majefty’s Minifters, to ¢ «plain any matter that came to his knowledge, 
whenever any gentleman fhould chufe to call upon him for that pur- 
pofe. The Dutch traders, his Lordihip furti.er obferved, were givers 
up, as foon as it was difcovered that they were not Americans. ‘ 

Mr Hartley endeavoured, in’ a long tpeech, to imprefs the Houfe. 
with an idea of reconciling matters with America; and gave notice, 
that he thould, on Wednelday or Thurfday, move an addrefs to his 
Majelty, to confit of two parts; the one, that the Houfe were ready 
to give his Majefty every neceflary fapport for the profecution of the 
war; and the other, to recommend a peace to be immediately made 
with America, by offering her fuch terms as might be thought necef 
fary and equitable. : 

Mr Adam then, in a long dilatory manner, took notice of an ads 
vertifement that had appeared in the news-papers, from the Weftmine 
(ter Committee, fetting forth, that an attack (alluding to the duel he 
had with him) had been made upon Mec Fox, and that it was neceflae 
ry every care thould be taken to prevent him from the like danger in 
future.

great body of men, under the coinmand of General Arnold, 
who had laid a plan to detach themfelves from the main re- 
bel army, and join the Royal army at New-York ; that in 
confequence of a private negociation, which had fome time 
before taken place, between Sir Henry Clinton and General 
Arnold, the latter had agreed to difpofe his army, confitt- 
ing of near fix thoufand men, in fueh a manner, that they) © 
fhould eafily have been furrounded by the Britith troops ¢ 
aod that in order finally to adjuft and fettle this important 
bufinefs, Major St Andree, one of Sir Henry’s Aides-de 
Camp, :an officer of great gallantry, had been entruited to 
Arnold; and, after preparing every thing for the event, was 
to return to New-York. Wafhington’s army was then en* 
‘camped about 14 or 15 miles from Kingfbridge, and the 
diftance between our poft and his eacampment was fo well- 
watched by his out-pofts, that it became neceflary to pro- 
cure the moft authentic intelligence of the fate of his army, 
and fettle the plan without delay. The Major, therefore, 
difguifed bimfelf in the manner of a peafant, and got fafe to 
General Arnold, with whom he figned and fealed the ftipu- 
lations agreed on. On his return to New-York, he unfortu- 
nately fell in with fome of the outfcouts of Wathington’s ° 
army, who feized him immediately, and carried him with 
all his papers to their General. As foon as Wathington had" » 
read the papers, which contained full information of Ar- 
nold’s defigns, he ordered Major Andrée to be inftantly hung | 
up. The Major petitioned to be thot; bar the requeft was 
» vefufed, and he fuffered death in the ignominious manner a 
bow mentioned.” He behaved with the greateft fortitude, 
and declared that he thought it glorious to die in the fervice 
of his country. Wathington being unwilling to attack Ar-

neld openly, from the kaowledye he had of Arnold’s ar®y 
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to their leader, wrote: him a.mote, informing him that he 
would come and ‘dine with hitn the next day, in company 
with fome officers, whom he named, intending to go round 
his polls, and fée that every thing was in proper order.

“* Noble and High Mightineffes: The Chevalier Yorke, 
his Britannic Majefty’s Ambaflador, having delivered to me, 
in the name of his Royal Matter, the papers hereunto an- 
nexed, found among thofe of Laurens, late Prefident. of 
Congrefs, and now a State-prifoner in London, I thought 
it my duty to lay them before your Noble and High Migh- 


vt} 6 tineffes, that you may take fuch refolutions on them as to 


your enlightened wifdom may feem bett and neceflary. I 
cannot but aver, that I never had the leaft knowledge of 
any deliberation, much lefs of any power or authority given 
‘to enter into a treaty with the colonies of North America. — 

“ After thanking his Highnefs for Lis unwearied and pa- 
‘ternal care, it was taken into confideration, that the papers 
‘alluded to were the refult of a private correfpondence, be- 
tween one of the commifiovers of the American Congrefs 
and a Merchant of Amfterdam: Refolved, Thar the inde- 
pendence of America, which is acknowledged by no one 
power in Europe except Yrance, hath never been fo’by their 
Mightineffes. Refolved, That the above notification hall 
be fent to the Burgomatters and Regents of Amtterdam, 
in order to obtain the neceffary light coacerning the corref- 
pondence alluded to, tending to make fome overtures con- 
cerning a trea@y of commerce. to be fet on foot between the 
Republic of the, Uuited Provinces and North America. 

* In confequeace of this intimation, the Burgomafters 
and Regents of Amfterdam delivered, on the 24th ult. their 
anfwer, to the following purport : 

‘© That what had pailed between their eldeft penfionary, 
and the Merchant alluded to on the one part, and the Ame- 
ricans on the other, was done by their unanimous direction:

They conclude by faying, that they 
expe their Noble and High Mightineffes will lofe no time 
in publithing to the ,world that they are perfectly fatisfied 
with the above declaration ; a matter on which thé faid Bur- 
gomatters and Regents beg leave to infift the more ftrongly, 
as feveral difagreeable reports have reached them concerning 
this affair, and conclufions drawn from it which a member 
of a free ftate fhould by no means be liable to, it being 
their unanimous determination to oppofe the influence of 
fuch rumours, in an efficacious manner, and by every ways 
and means in their power, confonant with ftricteft propriety.” 

On Saturday the Attorney General made a motion in the

« 1 now have the difagreeable news to acquaint you, that 
the brigantine Margaret of Queensferry, John Kirk matter, 
myfelf owner and fupercargo, is totally loft; thip and cargo. 
On the sth inflant, fhe was within five’or fix miles of the 
Ifland of May, with the wind then at E. $. E. being thea 
about ten at night, when we were fuddeuly attacked by a 
molt dreadful ftorm of wind from the N. W. with dreadful 
fhowers of hail, then in company with a brig and a floop.
